A special meeting of the Board was heldon Tuesday at the offices, 
Middlesex Street.

If Mr. Joseph failed in his 
resolution then they would go on to discuss the scheme for co-ordination, 
which he would call the final scheme. They could, of course, move any 
amendiments. 

Mr. Jack dosern moved the following resolution : 
| ‘ this Board do rescind its resolution of December 15th, 1924. ° 
He said that it fell to him to bring to their notice the seriousness of the 
pexitrou in which the Board had placed itse-f by the resolution which was 
yes dou the 1oth December last, after a long debate, and then only by a 
macoity of four. He was sure that most of them felt with him 
thot it would be a great pity if a resolution of such vital import- 

‘o “charity” should be carried into effect, seeing that it had 
the sopport of such a small majority. It would inevitably mean harm 
ity” in general. Jf the Central Organisation were going to be 
afctore it must be bad policy for them to be connected with it inany way; 
fit were going to be a success, then surely the people who formed the 


Fee tive Council of the general organisation would dictate to the various 
coyroittees whatit thought was best. Admitted, tuat if a particular charity 
did pot like the modes and manners of the Central Authority, it. could with- 
how sithi. three months, but then theretwould be the bad impression left in 
nud which secession would promote. The proposed Council would, 

effect, become a dictatorship. He felt that each separate charity would 
Ince p great amount of its individuality, a great deal of money, and 
ead of there being only a deficulty im finding voiuntary workers they 
would net ‘find them at all, as there would not be the incentive to the young 


belne: of eventually getting a position of trust in the various charities. 
[he Suggestion in the ;roposed rules that all affiliated associations should 


be oo trned by the Council as regards when and how they were to make an 


ippeal. mast be a bad thing for “charities” in general, for even if he 
that two appeals made at one time caused it to be difficult for each 
io vet all they asked for, there was no doubt about it that two appeals would 
prod ie more in the aggregate than one. 

wold suggest that the Presidents of each of the larger.charities should 
imc! once a year. and arrange the dates of any large appeals that they 
might have in mind, without there Leing any binding arrangement on any 
one » particular. The staff of each institution besides the voluutary workers 
treated their pasticular institution. as their own child, and they were 
vat-hing every farthing which was expended, and if this was not done one 
could not hepe to get the results that they were gettin: to-day with ‘the 
Charity Organisation. The sweetness of charity was largely to be found in 
iis spontaneous and varied nature, and its beauty was marred when it 
resolved itself into any form ef automatic appeal. In conclusion, he would 
like to bring most foreibly to their notice how sure he was that those 
charities which, afhhated to the Central Organisation, would lose not only 
wuch of their individuality and their funds, but also a great number of 
their workers, 

‘Mir. seconded the resolution. 

Mr. Leroxarp L. Conen said that the position in which they found 
theuese!, ce as the result of the motion they were now discussing, was that 
they "ere asked to rescind the resolution passed in December last which 
accepted the'decision of the Co-ordination Council, that a Central Council of 
Jewish Charitses should be formed, and that a Committee should be appointed 
i) prepare a scheme in detail. That scheme had now been prepared and 
was before the Board. For ten mouths no attempt had been made to get 
the December resolution revised, and the other party to the arrangement, the 
(oe ordination Council, had been fully entitled to consider that the Board had 
uae uy its mind and had accordingly proceeded with the work of preparing 
a scheme. At the eleventh hour the Board was asked to commit a rol‘e 
fuse. He could searcely imagine that a public Board of any importance 
had ever been asked to take similar action towards any body. It might be 
aid that the scheme produced was of such a character that the Board 
Would uot have voted last December as it did if it could have foreseen the 
details of the scheme. Surely that was not an argument in favour 
of ihe course now advocated. The business of the Board should 
be, if possible, to eliminate from the scheme the objectionable features, 
or to attempt to attenuate those clauses which might seem to 
thre aten the interests confided to it. He would therefore vote against Mr. 
Josepl's resolution, but perhaps he (Mr. Cohen) might be allowed to say one 
word more. As he was voting against Mr. Joseph he still retained the 
Opinion that he always held as to the undesirability of the formation of an 
calirely new body. He thought that this new society was unnecessary and 
Me creation inexpedient. In the course of a long public career now drawing 
to a close (cries of no, no) he had often found himself in a minornty. He 
found himself in that position in December last, and he did not seek to 
tscape from it by adoptinga line of action which he thought, with all respect 
fo Mr. Joseph, would not be worthy of the Board. 

Yhe discussion was continued by, among others, Mr. Leonard G. 
Montefiore, Mr. P. §. Waley, Mr. Oscar Selinger, Mrs. Lesser, Miss Hannah 
Cohen, 0.B.E., Mr. Ernest Morley, Mr. M. A. Green, Mr. A. E. Franklin, 
Miss M. K. Davis. Eventually Mr. Joseph said that as most of the speeches 
had been against him he would withdraw his motion. 

The Board then considered the draft laws of the Central Council of 
Jewish Charities and approved them, after various amendments had been 
proposed,

Mince the veal and tongue. Sieve the potatoes. Melt the margarine 
in @ Saucepan, add the onion, and cook for a few minutes. Then add 
the meat and sieved potatoes, the parsley, flour, ketchup, salt and pepper. 
Mix thoroughly, and bind with three-quarters of the egg. Form into 
round, flat cakes, brush over with the remaining egg, and dip in brown 
crumbs. Place on a greased tin, and bake in a quick oven until nicely 


browned, Turn on toa hot dish, put a neatly poached eeg on top of each 
and pour the tomato sauce over and around.

Sik Rey roaches and rebukes are useless when trving to find the reasons for 


the failure of the Jewish Literary Society Movement. Neither does it help to 
cite an exceptional case of a Jewish literary Society that is successful merely 
becanse its committee is always arranging something novel and aftractive by 
which to hold ite members. Tn practically all of theese societies that claim to be 
suecessful, it will be found that no effort is made to make the membera feel more 
Jewish, or to arranve the societies’ syllabuses on specifically Jewish lines, and 
they resemble more ordinary places of entertainment than Jewish societies. 

One fact is clear, and that is that Jewish literary societies have failed, and 
they have failed simply because there isno demand for them. Otherwise. if the 
balk of our youth wanted them, then, willy nilly, they would have them, and 
there would be a strong Jewish Literary Society Movement in this country. The 
root of the whole trouble is that our Youn pe ople are not : 


t Jewish enouwh in their 
outlook to want to take part in anything Jewish. They tend to foryet the 


fact that they are Jews, and they vradually drift away from our influence and 
surroundings. Whatever be the reasons for this lack of racial spirit in our youth 
(and there are very many reasons), one thing is clear: and that is. that if we 
want anything like areal Jewish Literary Society Mover gut. we try and 
awaken In our young men and women a feeling of interest. in Jewish matters.

Is it not preferable to gotoa 
“Jat” dance, veliere one meets friends of the same faith and interests, than to go 
toour Palais de Danse Halls The averacve member of Jewish Literary Sorieties is 
infinitely superior to the dance hall frequenters, who specialise in avoiding their 
Jewish “sisters “ at these revels. and who very often finish off by marrying outside 
the faith. I simply refuse-to compare our members with another type of Jewish 
young man, the “ Card Spielers,” whose brains are warped by “ Acea” and “ Clubs,” 
and exercised on nothing else. 

Your correspondent, “(. L.,” deplores the few marriages which have resulted 
from our societies. Really, what are we to be blamed for next? Iam not aware 
that “ match-making is incladed in the constitution of any society. 

In conclasion, I would say that in societies where a stagnant state of things 
seems to exist, | would suggest that a complete change. of officera and committee 
take place, and the ordinary new member be given a chance and interest in the 
management of such societies. In our Jewish Societies these is far too much 
so-called “aristocracy” who get elected year in and year out.

The Late Dr. Israel Abrahams.

The League of Nations: “ Pound” Members.

From Mr. Louis H. S. Goldschmidt. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—At the meeting of the Assembly of the League of Nations at 


Geneva this year, the feeling was strongly expressed by practically all 
concerned that the decisions of that body could only te made effective by 
securing an increased measure of support of instructed public opinion in 
their respective countries. The President addressed a special letter to the 
League of Nations Societies, calling on them for still greater efforts in this 
direction, and Mr. Amery is reported as having said that the Pact would 
only be of nominal value unless public opinion continues to support its 
provisions in the future. 

Being a firm believer in the value of the activities of the League as a 
world benefactor, I was extremely interested to hear that the League of 
Nations Union is now launching a campaign for enlisting 50,000 members 
who would pay £1 perannum. This is a step in the right direction at last, 
and I wish the Union every success in this effort. 

I am certain that 50,000 “pound members” can -be got easi'y by 
individual endeavour. Indeed Iam so certain of it that I am_ prepared to 
obtain fifty pound-members within six months from to-day. Furthermore, 
if I fail to enrol fifty within this period, I will pay ten guineas to the funds 
of the Union. 

If keen members of the Union will devote their surplus energy to the 
task of personally obtaining pound-members, I am positive that the finances 
of the Union can be put on a sure foundation in a very short time.

ANOTHER JEWISH-CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE. 


Under the auspices of a number of organisations, including the 
“ Liberal" Jew ’sh Synagogue and the West London Synagogue of British 
Tews. » conference on “Religion and the Race Problem” was held at the 
Hinde Street Wesleyan Church on Thursday in last week. 668 Christians 
ond 393 Jews were present. Rabbi Dr. Israrz I. Marruck presided. 

The evening session was devoted to the subject of “ Anti-Semitism’, 
on whieh Mr. Cracpe G. Monreriore, M.A., spoke “from the Jewish 
point of view.” He said that he himself regarded the Jews as a religious 
irotherhood, aud felt himself to be a Jew simply by virtue of his religion. 
But there was perhaps something that had to be added beyond religion— 
call it racial. national, membership of a family group—-what you will. There 
was no defence for murder and violation, but there might be a defence or 
‘ystifieation for dislike of Jews. A minority was bound to be labelled ; so 
‘hat a minori'y had to be twice as good as a majority. The anti-Semites 
<tigmatised the Jews as aliens; but Jews said if they shed their blood 
freely in the cause of England, how could they be aliens ? Jews must not 
he tom sensitive. How could they expect to appreciate and assimilate 
English customs so quickly ? He maintained that the Jews were really 
akin in spirit te the Europeans, iti religion, outlook, ideals, and ethical 
standards. His slogan, “ Englishmen of the Jewish faith,” was the answer 
te anti-Semitism. He could not entirely congal the opinion that Jewish 
nationalism and conscious yess of nationalism in the countries of the West 
cas an evil, not altogether unconnected with anti-Jewish feeling. The 
atheistic. Bolshevistic Jew was the root of anti-Semitism, and he could not 
say that such anti-Semitism was wholly unjustifiable. 

Rev. Watker. DD. (Trinity Presbyterian Church, 
Stratford) said that Christians could have no part nor lot in the vicious 
propaganda carried on by the anti-Semites; but they must not confuse arti- 
Semiticm with a sort of uneasiness in relationship which the Jewis1 people 
had chosen to create, by jusisting or the furndamentality of. their separation: 
The Jews apphed the microscope to every grievance. Did the Jews study 
to be courteous and kind to others? The answ er must be no. One Jewish 
remedy for anti-Semitism was a greater assimilation to the ideals of cleanlhi- 
hess that pres led in the countries of their adoption.

| consider Mr. Masefield as one of the poets of the age whose work may 
ihe expected to last, and therefore I make a point of reading what he writes. 
< me little while ago he published a drama, “ The Trial of Jesus.” It must 
i. confessed that while this work contains one or two gems of poetry, the 
ook as a whole is not likely to be the brightest jewel in Masefield’s poetic 
erown. 

{ y-ad the play as much for its treatment of the theme as for its poetry. 
Mr Masefield c'ings closely to the story unfolded in the gospels. I should 
have thought that a man with an original mind like his might have struck 
ont a ine of his own. But in his presentation the Jews are still the villains 
af the piece: the High Priests are depicted as the gospel narrative draws 
‘her as the arch-enemies of Jesus; the mob demands Bar-Abbas, and in 
regard to Jesus, they yell, “ Crucify Him.” 

Pair-minded Christians must, I cannot help thinking, ask themselves 
hy the Jews should have persecuted Jesus with-the hatred indicated in the 
« The Jews did not persecute John the Baptist, nor did they show 


hostility of this kind to the earliest Christian communities. If the Jews had 
really been responsible for the death of Jesus, why does Paul never allude to 

fit? Would it not have been one of the strongest points in his argu- 
went. Le says of the Jews that they were stiff-necked and blind and full of 
unbelief. But he never mentions that they cried,“ Crucify Him!” As a 
matter of faet, Paul thinks well of the Jews. “For I bear w.tness that 
hey fave a zeal for God.” True, he qualifies this statement, but even with 
th fication he admits their zeal. When he does refer to the crucifixion 
he does not mention the Jews; he accuses “the rulers of this world.” . Will 
a his senses suggest that by this term he had in mind the Jews or 


the Pharisees? Is it not much more likely that he was thinking of the 


‘may be urged that the Pharisees were hostile to Jesus because 


Jesus attacked the Pharisees’ outlook on life. Such can hardly have been 
‘he cise, for in one passage the gospels relate that Jesus actually went into 
thie so of a Pharisee, and, at his iivitation, broke bread with him. 
Moreover, when one thinks of characteristic Pharisees: like Hillel, Gamaliel, 
or Rabin Yochanan ben Zakkai, is it possible to conceive of them taking 
delicht in persecution? Were they the sort of Pharisees who “ devoured 


houses”? They were the men who taught: “This is the way of 

1 the Torah—eat bread and salt, drink water in strictly limited 

measure. Sleep on the earth, and livea life of asceticism.” Surely these could 

‘be the Pharisees against whom Jesus thundered in his sermons, these 
nen whom he called hypocrites, whited sepulchres and vipers. 

We are forced to the conclusion that if the gospel may be regarded as 
evidenee on this point, Jesus attacked not the true Pharisees, but the hypo- 
ritical Pharisees. But then the genuine Pharisees agreed with him in stig 
iat : hypoerites, the wolves in sheep's clothing. Joshua ben Chanania, 
a disciple of Rabbi Yochanan ben Zakkai, used to say : “ A foolish pious man, 
‘cunning evildoer, a Pharisaical woman and Pharisaical dealing, all tend to 
destroy the world. You ask how ? A foolish pious man is one who out of 
extreme piety neglects the duty of loving his neighbours; a cunning evil- 
doer is ene who places religious duties upon others, but not’ upon himself ; 
. Pharisaical woman is she who makes mischief behind people’s backs 
and then pretends she is a: heroine; and Pharisaical dealing is conduct 
hich aprears to be fair outwardly, but in reality harms other people.” 


lt is evident that this disciple of Rabbi Yochanan ben Zakkai was as 
stern a critie of what the Talmud calls the “coloured” Pharisees as was 
Jesus himself. Of these coloured Pharisees, the Talmud enumerates five 
kinds. (1) Those who advertise their piety before the world ; (2) those who 


Jl occasions tell you that they have yet another religious duty to 
perform ; (3) those.who do just sufficient good deeds to atone for their evil 
is: (4) those who boast that the little they possess they use for good 
purposes; and (5) those who request others to confess their sins, with an 
‘mpleation that they themselves are free from sins. This is but one piece 
ofevidence. There are others. When King Alexander Jannai, who was a 
staunch Sadducee and the arch-enemy of Pharisees, was on his death-bed, he 
enjoined his wife not to be afraid of Pharisees, or of those who are not 
Pharisees, but only of those who are coloured or hypocritical Pharisees, 
whe act as Zimri and expect from God the reward of Pinchas, the son of 
Eliezer. 

lf, therefore, Jesus attacked the Pharisees, surely that could not have 
been an adequate reason for his being persecuted. ‘There are cases recorded 
in the Talmud which called for persecution to a much greater extent. There 
was, for instance, the case of Elisha ben Abuya, who was an atheist, a denier 
of God. Yet so good and great a man as Rabbi Meir associated with him, 
Jesus was not an atheist ; even according to the gospel story he observed 
the tenets of the Torah. What is called the Last Supper was apparently 
merely the Seder Service. If Jesus said that the Sibbath was made for 
man and not man for the Sabbath, the Pharisees said the same. Where 
then was the cause for persecution? Why were the mob so incensed 
‘gainst him as to ery, Crucify him!” ? Jews asarule are not partial to 
‘raciiadons, murders, or executions. Whatever faults the Jews may 
Possess, cruelty is not one of them. 

The more one considers the problem, the more the conclusion is forced 
“pon one that there is something wrong with the gospel story in regird to 
the death of Jesus. That Pontius Pilate is made to appear the hero is in 
itself suspicious, for according to contemporary evidence that gentleman 
vas guilty of receiving bribes, of committing acts of injustice, of condoning 
robberies, of ordering executions, and of glorying in cruelty, Why should 
‘uch a man be whitewashed ? Why should the Pharisees be painted as very 
devils incarnate ? There appears to be a strong suspicion that the gospel 


story is highly coloured, that it is prejudiced, and that it is not telling 
the truth. After all, what, according to the gospels, was the gist of 
the teaching of Jesus? He preached, as it would seem, comfort to the 
suffering, rest to those who were heavy-laden. He preached that you 
cannot serve God and Mammon. He taught, “Blessed are ye poor, 
for yours is the Kingdom of Heaven.” On any sane theory, would 
the Pharisees, would even the mob, cry out “ Crucify him,” for this kind of 
teaching? It looks very much as if the gospels bear false witness against 
the Jews, and that the suggestion made in them that the Jews were 
responsible for the death of Jesus is the greatest lie in history. Even the 
four different gospels are not agreed in their record as to who were the 
accusers of Jesus. Moreover, in the Acts of the Apostles we are told that 
a certain Pharisee named Gamaliel, “a doctor of the law,” urged that the 
apostles should not be hurt, and said, “If this work be of man, it will be 
overthrown ; but if it is of God, ye will not be able to overthrow them.” On 
the showing of the Acts, therefore, the Pharisees. or at any rate one of their 


prominent leaders, were not filled with a cruel hatred towards the new 
movement. 


Only one conclusion is possible—that the writers of the gospel story 
who, at the very earliest, lived two centuries after the events they described, 
were for one reason or another so filled with hatred of the Jews that in 
their story of the life of Jesus they cannot blacken the Jews enough. We 
know how hatred can make men blind. We of the present generation may 
still recall with horror the propaganda lies of the war period. Even 
so balanced and judicial a mind as the late Lord Bryce’s was 
sufficiently mesmerised by the war atmosphere to lend his support 
to a series of accusations of cruelty made against the enemy 
which could ‘only fill decent men with horror. We realise now 
that on the other side precisely the same thing was being done to stir 
men’s hate against us. Have we forgotten the story of the German Corpse- 
factory ? Only the other day, it would appear. over in the United States, 
Brigadier-General Charteris blurted out the truth about this lie. It seems 
to be part and parcel of the art of war to vilify your enemy. But when 
war ceases and peace returns, the war lies are forgotten for the time being. 
It is not so very long since some people in this country were insisting 
that they would not shake hands with Germans, and there are those who can 
remember the early morning “ hate” of the “ Bosch.’ Yet to-day we sign 
treaties with the Germans, and the Foreign Secretary of this country shows 
his good sense by dealing with the Germans as with equals. But the greatest 
lie in history, which was circulated about the Jews by people who were 
obviously inspired with hatred, has not yet abated in intensity, and millions 
of innocent little children.in both hemispheres are still taught this 
abominable lie as truth. 


Are there no Christian men and women who realise that this accusation 
isalie? If so, should they not raise their voices in the interests of truth ”

yourself—in such an age is it not the primary duty of those who care for 
truth and for humanity once and for all to nail down this great le, whi +h 
has been the cause of suffering to thousands of innocent people in the past, 
and which may still cause suffering to thousands of people in the future ” 
Even if it were true beyond doubt that the Jews were responsible for the 
death of Jesus. a case might be made out, on the bas’s of Christian love. or 
on the doctrin» taught to Christians of loving their enemies, to make an etd 
of: hating the Jews for a “ crime” for which their ancestors were guilty two 
thonsand years ago. If such an appeal might be madé, how much is this 
appeal strengthened when the accusation is fals+ and manifestly actuated by 
hatred ? To clear up this question touches the honour of all good Christian 
men and women. It touches their honour still more to rid their minds of a 
falsehood rooted in prejudice and malice. If English people are beginning to 
forget all that they said about the Germans only ten years ago, and probably 
some part of what they said was true, how much more reasonable is it for 
Christian men and women to forget what they have been taught about 
Jews in regard to the death of Jesus, seeing that the whole of the story is a 
wicked f lsehood ! 

Jews, after two thousand years of suffering, have a right to appeal to 
the Christian conscience. Christians, after cultivating the greatest lie in 
history for two thousand years, have a duty to themselves and to truth to 
be rid of it. Jews make the demand not because they are thinking of their 
own sufferings, but rather because they desire to see the world and its 
affairs governed by justice and truth, How can the world be governed by 
justice and truth if the greatest lie in history is still allowed to persist ?

INTERVIEW FOR “ THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WiTH 


RABBI DR. ISIDORE EPSTEIN. 


NE of the “ stalwarts " of Traditional Judaism who took part in 
the last Preachers’ Conference was Rabbi Dr. Isidore Epstein, 
of Middlesbrough. Dr. Epstein is a young scholar who recently 
obtained the degree of Doctor of Philosophy at London 

University for a highly interesting work on the Responsa of Solomon 
Adreth. in which he utilised the material contained in the correspondence 
of this famous thirteenth century Rabbi 
as sources for the history of the Jews 


of Spain of the period, showing how it 
illustrated their communal, economic, and 
family life. He is at present at work on 
a similar study of the life of the Jews 
of North Africa, derived from the 
Responsa of the Durans. Dr. Epstein is 
greatly respected in the North of 
England for his staunch but enlightened 
conservatism. . No one is better qualified 
to act as an apologist for Traditional 
Judaism. To a representative of THe 
Jewisu Curonic.e he has expounded, 
in the course of an interview, his defence 
against the oft-repeated allegation that 
Traditional Judaism is unprogressive 
and fails to-accord with the needs of 
the times. 


Two Forms of Attack. 
* Traditional Judaism,” said Dr. Epstein, “ has always been subject to 
attacks which have in the main been directed from two distinct quarters. 


The first mighty assault on Traditional Judaism emanated from the 


Sadducees and their spiritual descendants, the Karaites. In contradistinetion 
to its modern assailants, they attacked it on the ground of its progressive- 
ness. They considered that Judaism, as developed by the Pharisees, was 
departing from the letter of the written law. Taking literally, for instance. 
the prohibition of fire on the Sabbath, they sought to make the Sabbath .a 
day of darkness and gloom, whereas the Rabbis conceived it as a day of cheer- 
fulness and joy, in accordance with the demands of human nature. This 
school wanted to make Judaism a rigid system bound to the text, subject to 
no modification or development or adaptation. The next onslaught was of 
quite a different nature, and cime from the Hellenists and their spiritual 
descendants, the latest example of whom we find in ‘ Liberal’ Judaism. 
They conceived Traditional Judaism to be a rigid code of life, unable to 
adapt itself to varied circumstances and present-day conditions. There 
must be something inherently wrong in a reasoning wh.ch thus leads people 


to exactly opposite conclusions in regard to the same thing. 


Modern Hellenists. | 

* We are very little concerned with the Sadducees and Karaites, who had 
no important influence on Jewish life, and to-day are almost extinct. But we 
have to reckon with the powerful influence of the modern Hellenists who 
insistently hold up Traditional Judaism to ridicule because of its inability 
in their view, to adjust itself to modern times. Their argument is that 
Traditioual Judaism cannot be progressive becaus: it is a heritage of 
thousands of years. But there is a fallacy in this point of view, which 
depends on what is meant by the term ‘progressive.’ If ‘ progress’ means 
freedom from discipline and authority, then I might subscribe to the view 
that Traditional Jews are the most retrograde people in existence: They 
did subject themselves, and still subject themselves, to a rigid discipline and 
to the authority of the Zorah, written and oral. But if progress means 
uplifting humanity, making a miserable world happier, and a bad world 
better, assisting the needy, protecting the weak, and rolling off the 
stone of care that weighs heavily on the aching heart, I - challenge 
anyone to say that Traditional Judaism is uoprogressive in that sense. Nay . 
| claim that Traditional Judaism is the greatest instrument ever devised 
for leading humanity along‘ the road of progress. ‘The Torah is designated 


as SVM MVM, a law of life, which means that while fixed within a definite 


framework, it is capable of being applied to the problems of modern life. 
One could give numerous examples of the way in which, within the frame- 
work of the Torah, problems as they arose have been successfully solved by 
Traditio.al Judaism. Hillel was the greatest of Pharisees and the greatest 
of Traditional Jews, the one who laid down the methods by which the 
Torah was to be interpreted ; yet it was he ‘wholinstituted the Prosbul, the 
means by which hardships arising from the year of release could be over. 
come. Another great Traditional Jew, R. Meier Lublin, instituted tha 
so-called Heter Iskah, which brought the law in regard to commercial 
operations in accordance with the needs of modern times, yet without 
violating the provisions of the Torah. The non-traditional Jew does not 
trouble about the Torah ; he just abrogates it if he finds it inconvenient. The 
Traditional Jew remains true to. the Torah, while willing to adapt 
himself to his environment, eager to serve the country of his adoption 
happy to co-operate with his fellows for the welfare and progress of the 
community in which he lives. The Traditional Jew still lives his own life 
cultivates his own garden, with its background of history and tradition. H 
assimilates himself to his surroundings but is not assimilated by rue eae 
is a big difference. He adapts life to the Torah and not the Torah to life 
‘Liberal’ Jews reject the Torah as the inspired word of God, and the 
sequel is that they uproot the foundations of J udaism and yet retain ion 
much to be logical.

was, as all who knew him could testify, an extraordinarily attractive 
personality. Genial, liberal-minded, distinguished by his modesty, highly 
appreciative of the work of others, unselfishly devoted to his own legitimate 
study, but yet with humanistic interests in the widest sense of the word, he 
had been welcomed everywhere in his University.

Stranded Jewish Emigrants. 
American Aid.

The Emergency Committee dealing with the problem of the Jewish 
refugees stranded in Europe has allocated 340,000 dollars to be placed at the 
disposal of the Evacuation Committee formed in Paris. The money will be 
utilised to settle the refugees in new homes. The Emergency Committee 


is also spending about 5,000 dollars monthly for the relief of the strande | 
Jewish refugees in Cuba. 


Mr. Loeb Acquitted. - 
Charge Against Public Prosecutor. 
, | From our Correspondent. } BERLIN. 

The proceedings which were opened last year against Mr. Walter Loeb, 
late President of the Thuringian State Bank, on a charge Of having deceived 
his superior, the Minister of Finance, on matters concerning Thuringia’s 
financial position and her foreign credits, and of other irregularities, came toa 
sensational end last week, the accused being acquitted on all charges. Mr. Loeb 
has been the subject of persistent persecution on the part of the anti Semitic 
party of Thuringia, which, at the beginning of 1924; repeatedly demand:d 
his dismiszal, on the ground that it was not fitting that a Jew should occupy 
so important a position in finance. Ultimately Mr. Loeb retired from office, 
and the Minister of Finance resigned with him. There followed the 
accusations against Mr. Loeb. which have now been rebutted. 

The Court has proposed that the Public Prosecutor, who has been 
conducting the case against Mr. Loeb, should be sent to prison for eighteen 
months, with deprivation of civil rights, for having persisted in bringing 
forward a charge for which there was no foundation. 


Gruesome Revelations. 


Czecho-Slovakians Charged. 


The trial is now in progress at Iglau, Moravia (Czecho-Slovakia) of 
seven men and one woman, who are charged with having, in 1918 and L919, 
murderered eight Jewish. war refugees, cut the bodies in‘'o pieces, and 
thrown the remains into the water. It 's alleged that some of the flesh was 
sold by one of the prisoners, a butcher, as meat. The defendants are 
pleading not guilty, though one of them is said to have previously made a 
confession. Witnesses for the prosecution allege that the refugee children 
often found pieces of human flesh in the water they drank. 


Ukrainian Pogrom Confessions. 


More Murders of Jews. 


A fermer officer in the Denikin army, Yasinsky, who is being tried at 
Priluki on a charge of having tortured, killed, or burnt alive Jewish 
inhabitants of the Ukraine and violated Jewish women, has pleaded guilty 
to all the accusations, and has made similar charges against one Paliachi, 
another officer in the Denikin army. The verdict is expected in a few days. 


The Jews in Turkey. 


Renunciation of Minority Rights. 


[From our Correspondent.] CONSTANTINOPLE 
The decision of the Turkish Jews to renounce their claim to minority 
rights has created an excellent impression among their Turkish fellow- 
citizens. The Jews are acclaimed as “real Turks,” and emphasis is laid on 
the necessity of treating the Jews with absolute equality. One of the 
principal Turkish organs, in enumerating the services of the Jews to 
science, art, and philosophy, and the Jewish contribution to the com- 
mercial prosperity of England, says that Turkey must learn to make use of 
the abilities of its Jewish citizens.

Sir Herbert Samuel’s Speech. 

Sir Herwert SAMUEL, who received an ovation on rising to reply, said 
it was eight years ago that day that the Balfour Declaration had been 
promulgated. It had had to pass through many ordeals. It had to 
receive the sanction of the great Peace Conference at Paris; it had to be 
submitted to the approval of the momentous Conference at San Remo ; it 
had to run tue gauntlet also of the League of Nations. All those perils 
had been satisfactorily overcome, and in Great Britain, the Balfour 
Declaration had received the assent of five successive British Governments. 
They might take it it was now firmly, permanently, established as part of the 
public law of the world. It was an instance of that continuity of policy in 
this country which was largely a source of the immense strength of the 
British system. So it had been possible for him-—a man who had taken 
a somewhat active part in political controversies in England, and had been a 
member of Cabinets during years of keen political debates—to serve with 
equal loyalty and zeal a Coalition Government, a Conservative Government, a 
Labour Government, and a Conservative Government again, and to receive 
from each of them unfailing: support. (Cheers.) He felt certain that that 
continuity of policy would be maintained in Palestine under the able and 
sympathetic direction of that illustrious soldier and administrator, Lord 
Plumer. The best test of a country’s well-being on the economic side was 
its revenue, and he had indeed been glad when he left Palestine that the 
accounts of revenue and expenditure showed for the last financial year a4 
surplus, not inconsiderable for so small a country, of over a quarter of a 
million pounds, with accumulated balances totalling over half a million, a 
financial situation that had enabled his Administration to reduce the tithe. 
that pressed so hardly on the cultivator, in a single year, by twenty per cent. 

. THE INCREASING PEACE OF THE COUNTRY 
had enabled the cost of.the ygarrison—the only cost that fell, or had 
ever fallen, on the British taxpayer—-to be reduced in four years by 
four-fifths. And he had every reason to hope that further reductions might 
be effected in the future.

As to the development on the side, that most 
remarkable of all towns, Tel Aviv, which numbered a population of 5,000 
when he cam: to Palestine, was now on the point of reachinga population of 
40.000, Many new industries were growing there. There must now be a 
hundred factories there, producing an amazing variety of products. ' At the 
same time let them not think for one moment that the Jewish effort in 
Palestine was limited to the ezsonomic side. On the intellectual side there 
was au intense’ activity, displaying itself in. literature, in journalism—not 
always the same thing (laughter)—in opera, in economic investigations, in 
education--all these activities carried on in Hebrew (Cheers), a language 
the position of which was firmly established in Palestine by its recognition by 
the Government, as one of the official languages of the country. Brigandage. 
which had been rife, was now wholly extirpated, and for over three years 
there had been no disturbance of the public peace. (Cheers.) It was not, 
he thought, too much to say that during that’ period Palestine has been

How had that been brought about ’ There had been many causes, but 
three in particular had contributed: He placed first.the prudent, but firm, 
policy of the British Government itself. There had been no vacillation. 
Eight. years ago that day its policy had been stated. That policy had 
been consistently adhered to ever since. The second 
that vast resources had flowed into the country from outside. 
The Jews alone had spent, since the war, in Palestine at 
least £7.000,000. The Keren Hayesod, the Jewish National Fund. the 
Women Zionists, the Hadassah .Medical Unit, and other bodies, had 
brought large resources for the development of the country, aud great 
numbers. of individuals and companies. had invested large sums in the 
foundation of industries, large and small. It was impossible for so great a 
sum to have been spent In 80 Short a period in so smalla country without 
the whole community—all sections, Arabs as well as Jews—feeling the 
benefit of this inflow of capital And not only had money come in 
from outside, but also a great deal of directing ability, which was of 
at least equal importance; and not only this, too, but, in addition, 
none could speak too highly of the energy, tie devotion, the sacrifices 
of the Chatutzim, the Jewish pioneers, and the other workers who 
given their labour to the upbuilding of the country. Three things were 
uecessa y for the upbuilding of a  country—money, mind, muscle 
and the Jewish people had been providing them all. The other cause 
which, in his judgment, had contributed especially to such measure of 
progress as had been so far achieved was the policy adopted towards the 
Arab population. It had been from the first a policy not of hostility and of 
repression but of goodwill and helpfulness. The Arabs, as well as the 
Jews, had their traditions, had their pride, their records of past gre itness 
and individual heroism—aye and they had their rights. Accepting the 
presence of the Arabs as a fact, they had been faced with the question 
whether their policy towards them was to be

or a policy of repression or at best of indifference. He had chosen the 
former course. Que of the facts in the administration during the last 
five years in which he took the greatest satisfaction was that he had

been able to provide no fewer than 200 village schools for the 
Arab population. And another was the fact that when a great. 


Jewish philanthropist, the late Sir Ellis Kadoorie of Shanghai, left over 
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£100.09 to the British Government for the erection of schools, half of that 
legacy was to be applied to the erection of a J ewish agricultural school and 
the other half for the erection of an Arab agricultural achool. When the 
popula‘ion saw these things proceeding, when it witnessed all the efforts 
haing made to promote their health, for the improvement of their agriculture 
and the many-sided activities of British District Officers, then they began ta 
recognise that after all the policy of the British Government, including the 
Balfour Declaration, might be in the long run for their benefit and not to 
their detriment. He had never forgotten that the promotion of the interests 
of the non-Jewish population wasas essential a part of the Balfour Declara- 
tion as the creation of the Jewish National Home. He was profoundly 
eonvineed that if he were looking at the matter from the Jewish point of view 
alone he could have rendered no greater service than in promoting a policy 
of goodwill and helpfulness to the Arabs. In the first place the whole 
eneeess of the great enterprise in Palestine depended on the Mandatory 
Power. and in the long run the attitude of Great Britain must depend on 
the trend of British public opinion, and British public opinion would not 
tolerate an attitude of oppression to the Arab population whose interests had 
heen committed to them as Mandatory of that country. Secondly, the 
whole administration of the Mandate was subject to the supervision of the 
League of Nations, and had any policy been pursued which could be inter- 
preted as unjust to the native population the Mandates Commission 
of the League of Nations would not have failed in its duty of calling 
attention possibly in somewhat sharp terms. to the failure of the policy 
adopted. Thirdly—-and he was sure they would all agree with him «if the 
poliey of creating a Jewish National Home involved keeping half a million 
people, quick-witted, capable of development, on a low level aS serfs. us 
helots. without a chance of rising in the scale of civilisation, that would 
have been vo eredit, but a discredit, to the whole of the Jewish enter- 
prise in Palestine. (Cheers.) And, finally, grave unrest throughout that 
section of the Palestine population would have been a fatal obstacle. 
Recent events had shown that they were dealing with 


AN INFLAMMABLE POPULATTON, 


and ouly ifit was made clear to them that their interests would not be 
treated with injustice were they likely to have the peace and goodwill 
which would enable them to continue their task.: The Zionist 
Organisation, wisely directed by that great Jewish Statesman, Dr. Weiz 
mann (cheers), by his diplomatic and able colleague who had already spoken 
to them that nicht. Mr. Sokolow (cheers), and by other prudent members of 
their Committee, recognised that no other policy than this was possible under 
the conditions of the country. He himself was quite sure it was better 
for the National Home that they should build for it a house, modest. 
perhaps, so long as it was firmly founded, so long as it was solidly con- 
structed --it would be capable. of enlargement in the future—far better 
toati pros ide for it what might purport to be a royal palace but 
which would be a mere facade, grandiose in appearance but flimsy: in 
construction ‘liable -to be thrown into ruins by the first storm 
The world was watching—-history was watching—to see.what the Jewish 
people would make of the Holy Land. Palestine was becoming year by 
year more-and more self-reliant. The new industriés in Tel-Aviv, on the 
whole, were successful and making their way. He believed it was probable 
that in no long senes ‘of years Tel-Aviv would become the most 
important indus rial town in the Middle East. And as for the land. year 
by year more and more of the Jewish agricultural colonies would become 
self-supporting. Much undoubtedly remained to be accomplished. The 
effort that would be required was a great one.

Meeting of the Actions Committee. 
NO CHANGE OF EXECUTIVE. 


[COMMUNICATED. | 


A meeting of the Actions Committee was opened in Berlin 0» October 
21st, and concluded on October 27th. Mr. L. MorzKrn presided. 

Dr. WEIZMANN delivered a political report upon the period that had 
elapsed since the conclusion of the Vienna Congress, making special 
reference to the new immigration regulations, the Citizenship Ordinance 
and the Arab question. Dr. Weizmann also reported upon the conversations 
that he had recently had with members of the British Government ayq 
various leading personalities in Geneva connected with the League of 
Nations. 

The first session concluded with the appointment of Messrs. M. Berliy 
Hantke, B. Rosenblatt, L. Levita, Mereminsky, Dr. Katznelsol», ang 1 
Griinbaum, under the Chairmanship of Mr. Motzkin, for the purpose of 
dealing with the question of the formation of the new Executive and 
submitting proposals. 

At the second session, a discussion was opened on the question $f the 
participation of the Vaad Leumi in the Palestine Executive. py, 
LAUTERBACH, Secretary of the Organisation Department, reported 
various questions connected with the sale of the Shekel during the nex 
Congress period. It was resolved that an excéption should be made as 
regards the price of the Sheke/ in the case of Palestine, where it should be 
fixed at 3 piastres, and of Russia and the Yemen, where it should be «4 

A Commission was appointed to deal With all questions relating to the 
present position of education in Palestine, the members being Dr. Thor 
Rabbi M. Berlin, Dr. Mossinsohn, Mr. Sprinzak, Mr. Farhi, with Mr. Yelliy 
as expert. Dr. Klee and Dr. Rabin were subsequently added to thix 
Commission. 

Re-Election of F xecutive. 

At the sixth session, which opened on Sunday (October 25). Mr. Motzkiy 
the Chairman, submitted the following proposal :

Dr. WeIzMANN said he agreed with Deputy Griinbaum that circum 


stances might perhaps arise in the near future that would make a earl 
convention of Congress necessary. But they were now manly concerned. 
in undertaking, with all energy, the work of assuring the Budget. i 


therefore urged that they should not make the situation difficult by alread, 
fixing the Congress for next summer, and he requested Deputy Griinhaum 
to withdraw his motion. 

Deputy GrueNBAUM replied that, although it was diffieult for his party 
to withdraw now the motion for the convening of a congress next year, they 
were prepared, in order not to make the present position more difficult, to 
postpone the motion until the next meeting of the Actions Committe: 
But as the early conveningtipf the Congress was not now to be decided, hie 
party would not vote tor We re-election of the old Executive and would 
abstain from voting. 

Rabbi M. Bertin, on behalf of the Mizrachi, said that as no bxccutn: 
had been formed corresponding to the wishes of the masses behind ty 
Mizrachi, the members of the Mizrachi would abstain from voting. 

Dr. KATZNELSOHN declared, on behalf of the Hitachduth, that his part) 


would vote for the motion under the condition that the party Executiy 


would agree, in view of the present situation, that the Hitachdut/ should 
continue to participate in the Executive. 

Mr. Van VrresiAnp. Treasurer of the Palestine Executive. declared 
that he was prepared to enter the Palestine Executive only if the s/u/v« 
was really and not only nominally maintained, that is, if either Dr. Kapp 
resumed office or Dr. Halpern was prepared, as a member of the Fina ial 
and Economic Council, to take over in Palestine the department of urban 
colonis ition, with a vote, while the voting right of the other members of the 
Financial and Economic Council, as resolved by the 13th Congress, remained 
unchanged, except that Mr. Kaplansky had a vote on questions ol 
agriculture. 


The motion was adopted by 25 votes, with 10 abstaining and none sole 
against. 

Dr. WrIZMAN said that the decision they had just adopted was the 
result of mature deliberation, and he hoped that it would find the suppor 
of all groups and prove helpful to the Cause, which was now faced with serious 
tasks. They must all place themselves at the disposal of the Executive. — I.

The Sixth Biennial Conference of the Jewish National Fund Com- 
mission for England was held at the Vict ry Hotel on Sunday last, Mr. li 
Eisen, Chairman of the Commission, presided 

Mr. M. Stumay, Chairman of the Leeds Jewish National Fund Com- 
Mission, in extending a weleome to Mr. Ussishkin and the delegates, said 
that Leeds considered it a great privilege to have the Conference held ta 
their midst. On behalf of the community of Leeds, he extended the best 
wiches for the success of the Conference 

Mr. L. Etsew (Chairman), in presenting bis re port, said that Leeds had 
of) per cent. of the delevates in the last conference. not only 5?! per cent. in 
quantity but perhaps more than that in quality. It was the first time they 
had been able to welcome there the Chairman and the Leader of the Boar 
of Directors, Mr. Ussishkin. They would have the pleasure of hearing Mr 
Ussishkin, and they would understand that for | period of something like 
eighteen years the Jewish National Fund had succeeded in a quiring 22,00 
dunams of land, but since then Mr. Ussishkin had told them that the 
property of the Jewish National Estates amounted to nearly 300,000 
dunams. No nation on earth had tried to buy out the land which 
they wished to possess. Other countries had raised money by foans, 
on which they had to pay back interest, but he did not think that 
they had arrived yet at such an ambitious undertaking, as he could 
not see how they could find the necessary security for such a loan, 
They had to raise funds for Mr. Ussishkin and his colleagues to go on with 
their work, as they had been doing upto now.

But such purehascs s!iould 
be made through one central authority. The presence of several buyers 1): the 
market tends to force up prices for all, and to induce Arabsellers to hold off in 
ihe hope of obtaining a bigger price. We have no difficulty in allottiny the 
land we have. Our difficulty is to get sufficient to meet all demands. \!. the 
land availableat present bas been distributed. We are endeavouring to raive 
£500,000 this year, nearly double the amount (£260,000) which was collected 
last year. We expect £50,000 from England, which last year raised £ 164°.

PRAISE FOR JEWISH WORK IN PALESTINE. 


The Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Natiwis 
concluded its session on Friday. 

The petition submitted by the Syrio-Palestine Gongress, demandiZ 
the recall_of the British and French military forees from Palestine aod 
Syria, the annulment of the Balfour Declaration, and the independen:e and 
unification of the Arab countries, was taken under consideration by the 
Commission, and was reported upon unfavourably. 

There was a long discussion on the situation in Palestive. ‘The 
Mandates Commission took the view that the Jewish work in Palestine 's 
providing better opportunities for employment for the Arab population, 
and hoped that this would bring about an improvement in the attitude of 
the Arab population towards the Jewish. immigration. The Mandates 
Commission expressed great satisfaction with the work of the Mandatory 


Government in promoting the improvement of relations between the Arab 
and Jewish populations :

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The petition of the Ashkenazic community in Jerusalem was also taken 
wader consideration by the Mandates Commission. The petitioners com- 
plained that the proposed Palestine Jewish Communities’ Ordinance would 
interfere with the religious life of the orthodox Jews who belong to 
the Ashkenazic community. The Mandates Commission agreed that the 
A-hkenazie community had ground for its complaint, and recommended that 
the community should be given the right of appointing its own ritual 
slaughterers. 


“ Joint” Campaign Criticised. 
NO REFERENCE TO PALESTINE. 

The fifth session of the American Jewish Congress, which is in 
convention at Philadelphia, has adopted a resolution criticising the Joiut 
t):atribution Committee for omitting in its campaign work for the fifteen 
- million dollar“ drive” all reference to the Palestine clause of the agreement 
alopted at the Philadelphia Confere::ce held last month, at which the 
de ssion to conduct the fifteen million dollar fund campaign was made. 

The resolution goes on to urge adherence to the original peace pact 
jotween the Zionists and non-Zionists adopted at the Conference last month, 
aod asks the Joint Distribution Committee to publish a budget of its 
proposed allocations from the fifteen million dollar fund.. It also urges the 
Jout Distribution Committee not to make the work of agricultural 
colonisation in Ru-sia the main feature of its activity.

“THE KING OF SCHNORRERS.” 


Mr. Israel Zangwill’s play, “The King of Schnorrers,” which wase 
Presented by the Jewish Drama League at the New Scala on Sunday evening, » 
is acomedy crammed with brilliant wit and rich humour sufficient to guarantees 


its success as far as a Jewish audience is concerned. The first two acts are 


particularly fine, and it seems a great pity #:at a more vigorous pruning ef” 
the second half of the play was not effected, so as to reduce the performance * 


to ‘a reasonable lengih. As it was, people who stayed te the end of 


the porformance and the speeches which followed, did not geb away, 


before midnight. The play does not differ materially from the famous 
book from which it is adapted, except that additional love interest is 


introduced, and the plot is, uofortunately, expanded—quite unnecessarily, | 


we think. There are strong indications in the play that it was written 
before Mr. Zangwill had ac§uired his intimate experience of the stage— 


or else he has purposely and unwisely disregarded certain points of dramatie* 


technique. Thus he frequently achiev#s a quite unnecessary anti-climax, 
missing the opportunity for ‘an excellent curtain rather than sacrifice a 
little purposeless dialogue. 

‘The chief character, Manasseh da Costa, was well acted by Mr. Lewia 
Mannering. The part is a heavy undertaking, the shecr memorising of the 
lines must have been a great strain. One could excuse an occasional um 
certainty.. His performance was perhaps a little heavy ; indeed the same 


might be justly said of the production itself, which could have benefited - 


had it been played on more fantastic and lesa deliberate lines. But 
Mr. Maunering’s performance deserves all praise, especially when 
taking. into consideration the many difficulties of a “one night” 


production. Mr. Geoffrey Wilkinson, who played the part of Yankele,

heroine. Mr. Alexander Field, to mention but one of a very long and-very 
exeellent cast. gave a really amusing thumbnail sketch as the Chancellor of . 


the Mahamad. 


Mr. Owen, the producer, is to be congratulated on the production as 
a whole, despite the fact that, as. mentioned above, the play night have 


been handled with a lighter touch. The settings, which were simple and . 


attractive, were the work of Cyril Mahoney and Barnett Freedman. Despite 
the great length of the performance, which somewhat reduced the size of the 
audience towards the end, the play was very well received 
say how it would appeal to a non-Jewish audience.

“THE SHINGLING OF. JUPITER” 


A “fantastic play for serious people" with the intriguing title, “ The 
Shingling of Jupiter,” was produced at the “Q” Theatré on Monday. A # 
young airman from the planet Jupiter lands on this earth; he meets an 
earth-maiden and persuades her to return with him to his world. -Whenshe 
gets there, she finds that life on Jupiter is very much like life here ; there is 
the same dull daily round, the same conventions and gossip, they even read | 
the same books and play the same games. This, for some reason not very 
clear to me, disappoints her, and she sents her celestial visitor away, 
That isall. Considered seriously, the play is very pessimistic and alittle naive; 


but it is worked out with considerable dramatic skill, and the interest 
never flags. It is splendidly produced (by Mr. Robert Atkins), and the cast 


is uniformly good. Miss Angela Baddeley is charming as the hcroine— 
it is high time that her talents were recognised with a part really worthy of >

“THE DARK ANGEL.” 


There appears to be a particular code of ethics for heroes which 18 
peculiar and indigenous to the theatre, and wich, while it would be 
indignantly repudiated by any normal man, yet inspires the same man with 
admiration when he sees it put into practice by a character inaplay. ‘There 


is a curious instanee of this in “The Dark Angel,” produced at the Everyman 


on Tuesday. The hero, an officer in the war, is betrothed to a girl, whom 


he possesses just before leaving for the front. He is then reported killed 


and the girl, after remaining faithful to his memory for five years, is about 


to marry someone else, when he turns up again, having meanwhile 
developed into a famous novelist. His reason for not seeking her out 


before is that he is blind, and cannot allow her to sacrifice herself by - 


marrying him! He then allows her to wed the other man, and returns to his 
books. The whole thing is so remote from ordinary human moral standards, 
and, indeed, from actuality, that it is difficult to take it seriously. The 
acting is fairly good, though marred by occasional inaudibility. Miss Hilda
